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TREATY OF FRIENDSHIP AND COOPERATION 
BETWEEN DEMOCRATIC PEOPLE’S REPUBLIC 
OF KOREA AND GUINEAN REVOLUTIONARY 
PEOPLE’S REPUBLIC 


The Democratic People’s Republic of Korea and the 
Guinean Revolutionary People’s Republic, 

Considering that the expansion and development of 
the relations of friendship and cooperation between the 
two countries conform to the fundamental interests of 
the Korean and Guinean peoples and to the. strengthen- 
ing of the solidarity of the peoples of Asia and Africa, 

Committing themselves to strengthen the solidarity 
and cooperation with the peoples of socialist countries, 
non-aligned states and all countries of the world that 
defend sovereignty in conformity to the trend of the 
present epoch, 

Opposing all forms of domination and subjugation 
by imperialism, colonialism, neo-colonialism and 
racism, 

Advancing along the road of socialism and independ- 
ence, and 

Reflecting the desire to contribute actively to the 
common cause of humanity for building a new in- 
dependent and prosperous world without aggression 
and plunder, 

Have decided to conclude the present Treaty of 
Friendship and Cooperation and reached an agreement 
as follows: 


ARTICLE 1 


The two high contracting Parties, firmly maintaining 
their sovereignty against imperialism, colonialism, neo- 
colonialism and racism, agree to make efforts for the 
consolidation of fraternal friendship and militant soli- 
darity between the two Parties, two Governments and 
two peoples, to expand and develop constantly their 
cooperation and exchange in the struggle for the 
building of an independent socialist society. 


ARTICLE 2 


The two high contracting Parties decide that the 
Democratic People’s Republic of Korea and the 
Guinean Revolutionary People’s Republic, developing 
and non-aligned countries, holding high the banner of 
sovereignty, independence, non-alignment and peace, 
promise to develop their bilateral relations and their 
relations with other countries on the following prin- 
ciples recognized in the international relations: 


1. The people of each country have the sacred right 
to national self-determination to decide their own 
destiny by themselves and to define the line and policy 
of their country with full independence. 


2. The equality of each country, regardless of its 
geographical size or its population, the level of its 
development and its socio-economic regime, shall be 
the rule of their relations and the base of their sovereign 
right to the exploitation and utilization of all their 
riches, especially their natural resources, in their 
national interests. 


3. Each of the two countries has the duty to respect 
the sovereignty and territorial integrity of other count- 
ries and to observe the principles of equality, mutual 
benefit and non-interference in the internal affairs of 
other States. 


4, Each of the two countries regards as an outrage 
against international peace and security any attempt to 
destroy the national unity of other countries, violate 
their territorial integrity and foment discord and divi- 
sion between States. 


5. Each of the two countries considers its self- 
defence against any aggression from outside to be its 
sacred right. 


ARTICLE 3 


The two high contracting Parties will expand and 
develop mutual cooperation and exchange in all 
domains of economy, science and technology, culture, 
art, sports and public health. They will mutually 
exchange the achievements and experiences acquired in 
these domains. 


ARTICLE 4 


The two high contracting Parties will strive to expand 
and develop trade between the two countries on the 
principles of equality, mutual benefit and mutual 
accommodation. 


ARTICLE 5 


The two high contracting Parties reaffirm their 
devotion to a durable international peace and security. 
They pledge themselves to check and frustrate all the 
imperialist policy of aggression and war, realize general 
and complete disarmament, take every measure for the 
withdrawal of foreign military bases found: on the 
territories of other countries, fight for the dissolution of 
military blocs, for the creation of nuclear-free zones 
and peace zones in many regions of the world and the 
bilateral cooperation for the realization of the aforesaid 
demands. 


‘ARTICLE 6 


The two high contracting Parties pledge themselves 
to fight actively to abolish the old international eco- 
nomic order which is the product of the colonialist 
regime, a means of foreign domination and monopoly 
and a leverage for imperialist exploitation and plunder. 
Further, they commit themselves to the establishment 
of a new equitable international economic order which 
will ensure complete equality and sovereignty of the 
States. . 


ARTICLE 7 


The two high contracting Parties pledge themselves 
to safeguard all the unique traits of the non-alignment 
movement which is a great political force of our time. 
They will resolutely oppose all attempts to split up or 
dislocate this movement, and will work for its cohesion, 
consolidation and development so. that the non- 
alignment may fulfil its historical mission as a political 
force independent of all blocs. 


ARTICLE 8 


The two high contracting Parties resolutely repudiate

all attempts of the imperialists to divide a country in 
two, and enslave and dominate the peoples of other 
countries. They will make vigorous efforts to solve the 
problem of reunification of Korea independently, with- 
out any foreign interference, on a democratic principle 
and by peaceful means. 


ARTICLE 9 


The two high contracting Parties pledge themselves 
to support the struggle of the peoples of Asia, Africa 
and Latin America for freedom and independence. 
They express their solidarity for the liberation struggle 
of all the oppressed nations of the world, while 
cementing cohesion and cooperation with the peoples 
of non-aligned countries and other nations of the third 
world. 


ARTICLE 10 


The two high contracting Parties will offer infor- 
mation to and consult with each other on the inter- 
national problems and events of common interest. They 
will support and cooperate closely in the international 
organizations and conferences. 


ARTICLE 11 


The present Treaty will go into force from the day of 
its signature and it will be valid for a period of 20 years. 

It will be renewable for ten years every time by tacit 
understanding, except for denunciation or revocation 
in writing by one or the other of the two contracting 
Parties, with six months’ advance notice. 

Made and signed in Pyongyang, capital of the 
Democratic People’s Republic of Korea, on October 
11, 1980, in duplicate, in Korean and in French, the two 
texts are equally authentic.

TREATY OF FRIENDSHIP AND COOPERATION 
BETWEEN DEMOCRATIC PEOPLE’S REPUBLIC OF 
KOREA AND ROMANIAN SOCIALIST REPUBLIC 


The Democratic People’s Republic of Korea and the 
Romanian Socialist Republic, 

Steadily strengthening and developing in a many- 
sided way the relations of fraternal friendship and 
cooperation between the Parties, governments and 
peoples of the two countries based on the commonness 
of the social system, goal and basic aspiration, 

Firmly believing that it is fully in concordance with 
the cause of socialism, progress and world peace for the 
Democratic People’s Republic of Korea, the Romanian 
Socialist Republic and socialist countries to strengthen 
solidarity and develop the relations of fraternal friend- 
ship and cooperation on the principles of Marxism- 
Leninism, proletarian internationalism, national so- 
vereignty and complete equality, non-interference in 
other’s internal affairs, comradely cooperation and 
mutual benefit, and oppose imperialism and actively 
support the national liberation struggle, 

Developing cooperation with the countries taking 
the road of independent socio-economic development, 
non-aligned countries and all other countries desirous 
of friendly cooperation, 

Manifesting the unshakable desire to strengthen the 
militant solidarity with the international communist 
movement and working-class movement and with all 
the revolutionary and progressive forces opposed to 
imperialism and colonialism, and 

Evincing the resolve to actively contribute to the 
cause of defending the world peace and security, have 
decided to conclude the treaty of friendship and 
cooperation. 

For this the President of the Democratic People’s 
Republic of Korea, who is concurrently the General 
Secretary of the Central Committee of the Workers’ 
Party of Korea, and the President of the Romanian 
Socialist Republic, who is concurrently the General 
Secretary of the Romanian Communist Party, have 
agreed as follows: 


. ARTICLE 1 


The two contracting top-level Parties shall base 
themselves on the following publicly recognized prin- 


ciples to be observed by all states in the international 
relations, in the relations between the two countries and 
in the relations with other states: 


1. The people of each country have the inalienable 
right to decide their destiny by themselves and freely 
and independently choose and develop their political, 
economic and social system according to their own will 
without being subject to any outside interference and 
pressure. 


2. Each country has the sacred right to its national 
independence and sovereignty. 


3. All states have complete equality irrespective of 
their size and level of development and social and 
economic system. 


4. Each country has the sovereign right to develop 
and utilize natural resources and all other resources in 
its national interests. 


5. Each country has the right to take part completely 
on an equal footing in discussing and solving its own 
question or international problems related to it. 


6. Each country has the right to conduct inter- 
national cooperation in the spheres of economic, 
scientific and technological interchange on the prin- 
ciples of equality and mutual benefit and make use of 
the successes of modern science and technology without 
hindrance. 


7. Each country is duty bound not to interfere in the 
home and foreign policies of other country in any form. 


8. Each country is under an obligation to respect the 
territorial integrity of other country and regards any 
attempt to oppose the national unity of other country 
and to encroach upon its territorial integrity as a grave 
infringement upon the world peace and security. 


9. No country should use force to threaten other 
countries. 


10. Each country has its inherent rights. 
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11. Each country respects the object and principles 
of the UN Charter and the publicly recognized prin- 
ciples and norms of the international law. 


ARTICLE 2 


The two contracting top-level Parties shall steadily 
strengthen and develop the relations of fraternal friend- 
ship, militant solidarity and multilateral cooperation 
between the Parties, governments and peoples of the 
two countries. 


ARTICLE 3 


The two contracting top-level Parties shall swap 
experiences in different domains of socialist construc- 
tion and strengthen the ties and cooperation between 
the trade union, youth and women’s organizations and 
other organizations of the two countries. 


ARTICLE 4 


- The two contracting top-level Parties shall expand 
the economic and trade relations and strengthen the 
cooperation in the spheres of science, technology and 
production on the principles of complete equality, 
mutual benefit and comradely cooperation on the basis 
of the possibilities provided by the economic potentials 
and natural resources of the two countries. 


ARTICLE 5 


The two contracting top-level Parties shall expand 
and develop the interchange and cooperation between 
organs and organizations in the spheres of science, 
education, art, culture, the press, radio, television, film, 
public health and sports and other spheres of the two 
countries. 


ARTICLE 6 


The two contracting top-level Parties shall cooperate 
with each other to support in every way the peoples of 
all the countries struggling against imperialism and old 


and new colonialism and racism and for national 
liberation and the consolidation of independence and 
for the independent social and economic development. 


ARTICLE 7 


The two contracting top-level Parties shall cooperate 
with each other to destroy the old order of subjugation 
and inequality framed by the imperialists in the inter- 
national relations and establish a new fair political and 
economic order which accords with the will and 
interests of the people and consolidate it. 


ARTICLE 8 


The two contracting top-level Parties shall make 
concerted efforts to guarantee the stable security of the 
peoples of all countries and realize active cooperation 
among them under the completely equal and mutually 
beneficial conditions. 


ARTICLE 9 


The two contracting top-level Parties consider that 
for the lasting peace and security of the world foreign 
military bases in the territories of other countries must 
be completely dismantled and all the foreign troops 
stationed in other countries be withdrawn and shall 
cooperate with each other in the struggle to this end. 

The two contracting top-level Parties also hold that it 
is necessary to establish a nuclear-free zone and realize 
the general disarmament, especially the complete pro- 
hibition of nuclear weapons and their final destruction 
and dismantle military blocs. 


ARTICLE 10 


The two contracting top-level Parties shall oppose all 
plots of the imperialists to split one country into two 
parts and all machinations to subjugate peoples of 
other countries and dominate them. 

The two contracting top-level Parties shall resolutely 
struggle for forcing the aggressive foreign troops to 
withdraw from south Korea and letting the Korean 
people solve the question of Korea’s reunification by 


themselves independently and in a peaceful way on a 
democratic principle. 


ARTICLE 11 


The two contracting top-level Parties shall conduct 
resolute activities to strengthen unity and solidarity 
with all the socialist countries and Communist and 
Workers’ Parties, the international working class, 
national liberation movement, all the anti-imperialist, 
democratic and progressive forces, the developing 
countries, non-aligned states and all the peoples in the 
struggle to achieve peace and democracy, national 
independence and sovereignty and social progress, do 
away with all manner of exploitation and oppression 
and build a good and fair world. 


ARTICLE 12 


The two contracting top-level Parties shall regularly

inform each other and consult with each other to 
implement the articles stipulated in this treaty. 


ARTICLE 13 


The two contracting top-level Parties state that the 
articles stipulated in this treaty are not contradictory to 
the commitments under the treaties which each of the 
two countries concluded with other countries or to the 
norms of the international law. 


ARTICLE 14 


This treaty shall come into force as from the day of its 
signing in accordance with the constitutional pro- 
cedures of the two countries and it shall be effective for 
an indefinite period. 

This treaty is signed in Bucharest on May 26, 1975. 
Done in duplicate in the Korean and Romanian 
languages, both texts are equally authentic.

The World Conference for the Independent 
and Peaceful Reunification of Korea held in 
Algiers in March that year was the third world 
conference after the first in Brussels in February 
1977 and the second in Tokyo in November 1978.
